"T he govern­ 
ment recognised that it had a difficult 
task before it in bringing these ‘greas­ 
ers’ to understand the very beginning of 
the obligations and the duties of their 
American citizenship. One of the most 
trusted agents in this campaign of edu­ 
cation was Judge Hallett, who was put 
in charge of the judicial system of tho 
new territory. 
From that time to this 
he has been at the head of the federal 
judiciary in the great and prosperous 
state of Colorado. Despite this fierceness 
of rebuke and countless oddities of tem ­ 
per no judge has ever been so respected 
as he along the great divide. 
When he first went on circuit, the bar 
left Denver with him and traveled in a 
body both for sociability and for safety. 
Then there was no railroad, the only 
means of reaching any place from any 
other being along a slightly marked 
trail barely passable for horses. By slow 
stages the bench and the lair reached 
Trinidad under the cold shadows of the

The inter­ 
preter had been called on for every word 
which had gone back and forth through­ 
out the trial. 
Colonel Taylor arose to 
make hiss plea. He surveyed the cluster 
of dark faces which filled the shed in 
which the court was sitting.

There was a loud whacking of the 
gavel by Judge Hallett as soon as be 
caught the sound of the language which 
he despised so heartily. 
“ Mr. Taylor, Mr. Taylor,” he shout­ 
ed, “ as a member of the Gar of tiiis 
court you must be awaro that all its 
transaction* must be conducted in the 
English language, the language of this 
country, 
lf I thought that you were 
using Spanish maliciously, I should 
punish you soundly for such contempt 
of this conrt.

Distinction 
F am ishin g This Unlqu* Speetael*. 
Man was indubitably at one period of 
his existence an arboreal animal. 
Ile 
bad much to do with “ the trees of the 
garden.” Ll some places and as repre­ 
sented by some races he still lives 
among them. 
The natives of New Guinea climb 
Uke monkeys aud travel for long dis­ 
tances from one tree to another without 
lost ending to the ground. 
The birds 
build little fnirylike cabins on the 
ground, but the people construct their 
houses in the top of the tallest forest 
trees. 
First a native, having climbed 
the great trunk of the teak or cedar or 
oak tree he has selected, begins by cut 
ting off some of tho branches the right 
length to support a platform of bamboo 
on which his house is to rest. 
You 
would wonder how he could do anything 
with the tools he uses if you should see 
them. Ho has no saw or steel edged ax, 
but only a sort of tomahawk made of 
stone and knives of bone or hard wood 
When, however, he has in some way 
managed, to get the limbs of Iris tree so 
cut aud fashioned as to support his 
house, his hardest work is done. 
The house itself is soon built and is 
made of bamboo strips and thatched 
with palm leaves. 
All parts are firmly 
lashed together w ith strips of rattan 
palm, a very tough vine, used by the 
natives in place of ropas. 
It is not rn 
large house, though it sometimes con­ 
tains several rooms, but it is a safe and 
secure retreat for the women and chil­ 
dren in case (rf a sudden attack by hos­ 
tile tribes. 
The house is reached from the ground 
by a long ladder or inclined plane, made 
of woven vines. In case an enemy ap­ 
pears the ladder is drawn up, and th© 
man and his family and the pig are safe 
w ithin the house. The elevation not 
only secures the household from wild 
beasts and from the ants that roam the 
country, seeking what they may devour, 
but also from disease germs, which, like 
those, of yellow fever, do not rise above 
a certain level. 
The breeze, too, rocks 
the house gently, like a cradle, and sets 
the fresh air into circulation, making it 
delightfully refreshing after the sultry 
heats below’. 
If you should climb the long ladder 
and poop in at the door, you w ill find' 
the family, perhaps, all asleep or sitting 
about the floor eating yams, cocoanuts 
and bananas, and sharing them with 
their pet pigs, parrots or poultry. You 
will find there no pictures, toys or play­ 
things, such as even the poorest children 
among us possess; uo music and no 
books, no furniture in the room, not 
even a bcd and uo mats on the floor. 
An Inland of Flower*. 
The Scil I y islands may very justly 
be termed flower islands, for a large 
part of their surface is given up to the 
cultivation of flowers, aud tho great 
majority of their people spend their 
lives in attending to the plants, from 
which all tho wealth of the islands is 
drawn. 
Tho inhabitants have had other occu­ 
pations before they settled down to 
flower growing. At one tim e they were 
wreckers, aud at a later period they 
went into a more legitimate business 
aud devoted themselves to tho raising of 
early potatoes. 
There was motley to be 
made out of them, and the islands pros­ 
pered until prosperity boro its usual 
fruit in the shape of competition. 
The 
Channel islanders took to growing pota­ 
toes, and the potato trade of the Sciliy 
islands was killed. Thereupon the is­ 
landers betook themselves to flower 
growing, giving the greater part of 
their atten t'on to the narcissi. 
In St. 
M ary’s alone nearly a quarter of the 
cultivated area of the island is devoted
